Tfce Desperate Itood of a. Man Crazed with 


Bull). 


Shortly after twelve o'clock noon, 


Wednesday, when the street was at its 
quietest, the neighborhood of Prospect 
Hill and Thames streets was suddenly 
startled by a terrific explosion followed 
with the breaking of glass and a general 
uproar. -Citizens rushed from their 
dwellings and places of business on 
every 
band. Immense 
volumes of 


smoke, pouring from the shattered win- 
dows of the liquor saloon at the comer 
of Thames and Prospect Hill streets, 
located the disaster and the two thor- 
oughfares were quickly blockaded with 
intensely excited citizens. 


The explosion was quickly followed 


by a fire alarm from box 41 and the ar- 
rival of men and machines only served 
to increase the commotion,which, no one 
appearing to know what had caused the 
explosion or how disastrous had been 
the effect, was great. About this time, 
it uot being known whether any one 
was in the saloon at the time of the ox- 
plosion or not, a young man made scare)) 
amongst the debris and peering through 
the smoke into the cellar he horrified 
his hearers by shouting "My God! here's 
a man on fire!" This cry quickly 
brought assistance and a moment later 
Joseph Benson, the propietor of the 
saloon, was drawn up through a rent in 
the floor. He was a horrible looking 
sight, with his face and hands terribly 
buwied and his clothing still on fire. 
Hastily smothering the fire in his cloth- 
ing he was removed to Mr. Cole's drug 
store on the opposite comer where Dr. 
S. H.'Sears made a brief examination 
of his injuries, after which he was re- 
moved on a stretcher to the Newport 
Hospital. 


In the meantime the slight fire 


in the cellar had been extinguished by 
the firemen aud an examination of the 
premises made. A twenty-five-pound

Ancitnt Newipipirs. 


The 
correspondent of the Provi- 


dence Journal has been looking over 
some old papers in Governor Van 
Zamlt's office and discovered two or 
three copies of Newport newspapers 
published here more than a century 
ago, one of which, so far as its appear- 
ance and condition of preservation is 
concerned, differs very slightly from 
what.it did when run through the 
press. This paper is called "The New- 
port Gazette," was published weekly, 
and bore at the top of the first page the 
royal arms of Great Britain, the lion 
and the unicorn, etc. It is dated 
Thursday,-October 23, 1777, and con- 
tains at the head of the first column a 
proclamation signed by the celebrated 
Major General Robert Pigot, wherein 
he invites His Majesty's loyal subjects 
to show their desire to associate for the 
purpose of preserving the internal 
peace and security of the town, to sign 
an agreement to that effect and which 
was "to be lodged at the printing of- 
fice." This paper was printed at "New- 
port, by John Howe, on Thames street, 
near the Parade." The latest date of 
news from London was July 16th, a 
slight difference between thenandnow. 
The Gazette was published upon the 
MEKCUBY press. Another paper is a 
copy of the Newport MERCURY, dated 
Jan. 27,1705, (Tuesday) and contains an 
elaborate account from London of the 
celebration of the fourteenth "Anniver- 
sary of the election of the great fox to 
Parliament." Among the papers also 
was a Philadelphia publication, enti- 
tled, "Story & Humphrey's Pennsylva- 
nia Mercury and Universal Advertiser," 
and is dated. October 27, 1795. This 
contains an interesting account of the 
firing upon Bristol, R. I., by the Brit- 
ish early in October of that year. By 
the narrative one is led to believe that 
the Britishers could not bavo lieen very 
good shots, for it is stated that out of 
200 shots damagc'was done to but one 
bouse, and that they fired sixty allots 
at the windmill and didn't hit it. It 
gives also the account of the British 
landing on Dutch Island, and capturing 
rams. This paper also contains a valu- 
able correspondence between some cit- 
izens and officials. Tho documents are 
valuable, and call to mind the troubles 
of a century ago, as well as gives evi- 
dence of the enterprise of the people at 
that time in matters of publications.

Except through the private corre- 


spondence of its people there is not very 
much known about the business affairs 
of Newport from 1771 to 1774. But 
from what has been ascertained there 
was among the aristocratic portion of 
the people a powerful influence in favor 
of the continuence of English rule which 
for many years kept in check what was 
then considered a lawless element, but 
who were in reality the true lovers of a 
freedom which, they aud their descend- 
ants were destined to enjoy. Although 
the destruction of the British sloop of 
war Liberty aud many other lawless acts 
were the doings of the young men of 
Newport, we do not think the senti- 
ments of the community were so free- 
'y spoken through the press as tiicy 
were in other towns, and it was not 
until some five weeks after the des- 
truction of the Tea in Boston harbor 
that a correspondent of the Newport 
Murcury closes a stirring address to the 
lovers of freedom in the following lan- 
guage: "The time is now come when 
every true friend of liberty should cast 
in his mite to defend it The wicked 
plan of the once honorable, but now 
dishonorable, India company, to force 
their poisonous tea down our throats, 
while subject to a duty to be paid in 
America (if suffered to be landed), will 
complete the whole tun years of that 
wicked ministry, who have determined 
to enslave and ruin this country. Don't 
sillier their detestable tea to lie landed, 
touch not the unclean thing, neithoi 
suffer yourselves to sip the accursed 
stuff. For if you do, the devil will im- 
mediately enter into you, aud you will 
instantly become a traitor to your conn- 
try and natural relations aud acquaint- 
ances, you will lie joined and united to 
that black infernal crew, who take pleas- 
ure in the destruction of ail God's ra- 
tional creation. Therefore, my friends, 
my countrymen, be careful, be faithful, 
and listen to the voice of freedom, and 
don't let your country bo ruined for 
want of your speedy endeavors to save 
millions, lie no longer guilty of crim- 
inal silence: "Come out from among 
them;" make yourselves clean.

SEC*. 4.—The Board may appoint and 
prescribe the duties of a secretary, who 
shall receive for his services, out of 
the appropriation for the use.of the 
Board, such sum as the Board shall di- 
rect, not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars per annum. The Board may ex- 
pend out of the appropriation for its 
use a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars per annum for lectures to be 
given before the public on agricultural 
subjects. 


SEC. 5. The Board shall investigate 


such subjects in relation to improve- 
ments in agriculture and horticulture 
in the State as they may think proper 
and may take, hold in trust ana exer- 
cise control over donations or bequests 
Tiadc to them for promoting agricul- 
tural education or the general interests 
of agriculture. 


SEC. 
0. The Board may prescribe 


forms for and regulate the returns 
which may be required of the several 
agricultural societies and furnish the 
secretaries of each such blanks as they 
may deem necessary to secure uniform 
and reliable statistics, and the secreta- 
ry of the Hoard shall in each ycar cause 
to be made out and published for dis- 
tribution as full an abstract of such re- 
turns as thc Board may deem useful. 


SEC. 7. The Board shall annually in 


the month of January submit to the 
General Assembly a detailed report of 
its doings, with sucli recommendations 
and suggestions as tho interests of ag- 
riculture may require. 


SEC. 8. The sum of six hundred dol- 


lars shall be annually appropriated for 
the use of the Board. But no member 
of tho Board shall receive compensa- 
tion from the State except for traveling 
expanses incurred in discharging the 
duties of the Board. 


SEC. 9. Any member of said Board 


may bring complaint for violations of 
thc provisions of chapter 133 of tlie 
Public Statutes without giving suret 
for costs; and any member of sai"

Many fail- 
ures from planting on newly-turned sod 
result from this cause. After a potato 
is planted cultivation does not much af- 
fect the character of the soil under tho 
hill. Hence all the greater necessity 
that the planting should bo just right. 
It is possible to use merely the eye of 
the potato with only tike skin attached, 
as seed. In such case the ground should 
be in fino tilth and fertile, so that the 
roots, as soon as formed, may get nutri- 
ment to push Uie plant with vigorous 
growth. In the ordinary large sets the 
first growth of the jmtato is from starch 
decomposed in tho potato itself. 


Farm Hints for June. 


If J;.no may be reckoned the pleasant- 


•cst month in the year, it may also be 
called the busiest month for the farm- 
er. Long as are tho days they are 
Jikely to prove too short or too few in 
^number to suffice for the work that 
should be done. Planting and hoeing, 
Jiaying and liavestiug, all may come 
•within the next thirty days. Peas, com 
3tud beans should be planted each week 
in the garden at this season, if it be de-- 
sired to keep up a succession of them 
Jor the table or for market, until the 


• irost shall destroy them. 


Cabbages, cauliflowers, tomatoes and 


icelery are to be set, and turnips sown, 
rthough it may be better to postpone 
•the last named until the earlier part or 
'.middle of July, as if sown too early, 
trpon rich soil,'they are apt to grow too 
large and coarse-grained, and to have 
a stringy texture and a rank flavor,. 
•which makes them less valuable for the 
stable than those v* hich are sown later 
:aud do not get so overgrown before har- 
vest. With turnips designed for cattle 


but it it not difficult to muko i. fowl 
proof fence to enclose these. 


A very good feed either for green for- 


age or grain w rtiade by wowing oats ;uid 
peas together. Wliero field peas are 
sown alone the vinos gut down and be- 
come mouldy. A few outes sown at the 
same time give them needed support, 
iml what oats are grown aro so much 
clear gain. Oats and pease cut green 
make an excellent, ensilaging crop. 


The grass which grows on dry, rich 


soil, with free sunlight warming it, is 
much more nutritious than that grown 
on land filled with stagnant water. 
Stock will eat the former down to tho 
roots before touching the latter. It is 
very common in fields wjierc nnderdrain 
runs, to see the line over the tilo made 
plainly visible by its closely-cropped 
herbage. 


We cannot bum stubble, where land is 


seeded with clover or grasses without 
injuring these. We would not burn it 
under such conditions if we could, as it 
is worth more to remain on tho ground. 
Hut dry stubble plowed under in a hot 
summer will do "more harm than good, 
and it is better economy on most kinds 
of soil to turn it into ashes where it. 
grew. 


Ei$es that have lost their lambs, ex- 


cept by accident, should bo fed a little 


leediug it does not make as great differ- 
ence, though there may be some doubt 
whether the sinallervegufcib'e (or one of 
medium size, such as would be fit for 
•cooking) is not more nutritious to .111 
•extent which will, in part at least, eom- 
jwnsate for the smaller crops. But, the 
ground may be fitted for the reception 
•of this seed and for mangold this month, 
•with the exception of the final Imrrow- 
.ing just before sowing the seed. Tur- 
•nips will usually be much better if 
isowu upon new land, and that which 
is rather light and warm. It is desira- 
ble that they should stand in the ground 
until nearly Thanksgiving time, and 
upon a cold, wet soil they do not make 
'that growth late in the fall which they 
•would upon soil of the opposite char- 
acter. 


Cabbages and cauliflowers will do 


"better upon old ground, which is rich 
and mellow from previous cultivation. 
The manure should be old and well rotr- 
ted, as green manure will nut make a 
solid head, although it may make a 
rank growth of leaves. Many of our 
.good gardeners are using artificial ma- 
nure for these erops,applying no stable 
or barnyard manure, excepting such as 
may have been put in for a previous or 
'earlier crop. Thus the land from which 
•early peas, potatoes or spinach has been 
taken may be about right, if a liberal 
iandful of some. good fertilizer, or a 
•shovelful of rotted manure, is put in the 
hill before tho plant is set. Some give 
a second application at the last hoeing, 


grain now and turned off early for the 
butcher. It needs very little grain to 
fatten them on grass, and though they 
are often fattened on grass alone, they 
will pay for a little grain as well as any 
stock the farmer keeps. The poorer 
sheep and all over five years old should 
be fattened and sold. 


A fnrmor who owned a roller in com- 


mon with a neighbor rarely used it in 
spring, as be found his smoothing har- 
row answered a better purpose in level- 
ling the surface, with enough compact- 
ness for spring plowed land, where the 
soil is sure to be beaten down by rains. 
The smoothing harrow slightly loosens 
tlie surface, which admits warm air and 
moisture to the roots of the growing 
plants. 


Heavy rains, often with cold weather, 


usually comes nt the time fruit trees are 
in blossom. These rains wash the pol- 
len and prevent proper setting of tho 
fruit. But as nearly all trees put forth 
many more blossoms than they could 
mature in fruit, this destruction is no 
disadvantage. When trees blossom and 
set fruit through a dry time, unless it is 
severely thinned much will" be worth lit- 
tle or nothing.

There is no time like 
morning before breakfast to hoe cab- 
bages to make them grow.

This mouth ia not too late to put in 


corn as a field crop, if the smaller varie- 
.ties are selected. The smaller eight- 
.rowed kinds will usually ripen in 100 
idays from planting, and if it is driven 
right along by liberal manuring and 
"warm weather, when it first comes up 
"it will do to cut up in ninety days. Fod- 
der corn may be sown for putting in the 
silo, or feeding green, or even for dry- 
ing for winter feeding, though for the 
latter purpose it is better to sow in May, 
in order to have better weather aud 
-longer time for the curing.' 


Squashes, melons and cucumbers may 


be put in at almost any time during the 
month. It is a very good plan to pro- 
vide for these crops by leaving spaces 
for them when planting crops which 
•will be taken off before the vines will 
liavc run far. It is by such calculation;* 
as these, which usually get' two and of- 
~ten three crops a year upon the same 
"field, that the market gardener is able 
^profitably to grow such crops upon land 
that costs him $1000 or $2000 per acre. 
To pay $100 per acre as ground rent, 
and expend as much more for manure, 
lie needs two crops from it, and needs 
"that they should be good ones. Even 
where iand is plenty and cheap the sav- 
ing of labor by these methods will rcc- 
•omuiciid them to all. 


Useful Suggestions. 


Good cider vinegar is recommended 


for diari'lio-ia, two ounces for an adult 
and one teaspoonful, moderately dilu- 
ted, for a child of oue year. An excel- 
lent remedy for hiccough for young 
and old is granulated sugar moistened 
with pure vinegar. For an infant give 
from a few grains to a teaspoon ful. 
Bear in mind that lemons arc thu must 
useful fruit in domestic economy. The 
juice of half a lemon in a teaoup of 
strong black coffee, without sugar, will 
often cure a sick heakaehe. Lemon 
juice and salt 
iron rust. If the hands are stained 
there is nothing that will remove the 
stains so well as lemon. Cut a lemon 


ward, very close together, and pom 
over them a half a cup of salted water.

CHOCOLATE 
PL-DDIXO.—Gvate two 


ounces of sweet chocolate; put it over 
tho fire in a saucepan and melt it by 
gentle heat; heat a quarlof milk quick- 
ly, stir it into the melted chocolate, 
and let the mixture cool; separate the 
yolks and whites of six eggs; when the 
chocolate is nearly cool mix the yolks 
with it, add four tablespoonfuls of uii- 
gar, or more if required, and bake the 
pudding in an earthen dish; set in a 
pan of hot water for twenty minutes; 
meantime heat the six whites to a stiff 
froth, add to them twelve heaping ta- 
blespoonfuls of powdered sugar, mix- 
ing the sugar very gently with the 
whites to form a meringue; put the 
meringue on topof the pudding and re- 
turn it to tho ovun to color.
